Pull the ends though the loop to 
secure. The loop can be pulled through from the 
front or from behind, whichever you prefer - just 
remember to do it the same way all the way along.

There’s no shaping to worry 
about -Just knit the middle, then the two 
sleeves and finally add the garter stitch 
band around the front. 



Centre panel 

Cast on 11 sts. 

Row 1 (WS): P2, [kl, pi] four times, pi 
Row 2 (RS): K2, [yo, k2tog] four times, kl 

Next 3 Rows: Work Rows 2-4 of the centre 
lace chart. 

Work Rows 1-4 of the centre lace chart 
20 (23, 26, 29) times, then Rows 1&2 
once. Cast off loosely. 



Sleeves (make 2) 

With RS facing, pu and k71 (83, 95, 107, 
107) sts between the 1st and 2nd sts 
along one side of the centre lace panel. 
Next Row (WS): P2, [kl, pi] four times, 
*k3, [pi, kl] four times, pi; rep 
from * 4 (5, 6, 7, 7) times, k3, 
[pi, kl] four times, p2. 

Next Row (RS): K2, [yo, k2tog] four times, 
p3, *kl, [yo, k2tog] four times, 
p3; rep from * 3 (4, 5, 6) times, 
kl, [yo, k2tog] four times, kl. 
Work Rows 2-4 of the sleeve lace chart, 
working pattern repeat 3 (4, 5, 6) times 
each row, then work Rows 1-4 of sleeve

Next Row: Work Row 1 of the sleeve lace 
chart until last st, pi, ml. 

72 (84, 96, 108, 108) sts

Houndales Farm, a family farm, now in the 
hands of the lovely Kath. It lies at the foot 
of the Yorkshire Wolds and, as well as 
having some arable land and some cattle, 
Kath raises sheep and has a flock of about 
60 Suffolk X. She is rightly proud of the 
yarn that is spun from their fleece, which is 
one of the yarns reviewed here. 

Since starting to sell yarn from the 
fleece of her own sheep, Kath has expanded 
the range of yarn she stocks online. As a 
knitter herself, she’s picky about the yam 
she stocks so it’s no surprise that all these 
yarns came out with such high marks! All

Slip lining inside bag, turn under raw edge 
around upper edge so that it lies just below 
the ribbed top of the knitted bag and neatly 
sew in place.

I designed these socks to mimic a heraldic pendant fluttering 
over a golden field of wheat. Bringing them forward out of 
mythology and into TUdor times, the title is taken from the 
Field (of the Cloth) of Gold where Henry VIII met Francis I of 
France to reaffirm the Anglo-French Peace Treaty.

1 have been out ofkmtting for a uhile, and picked up Knit nou; 
because it is jidl 0 / small things to knit. There are some louely

THE FIRST STEF when following a 
chart is to read the key and any chart 
notes and special abbreviations 
carefully. Not all publisher/designers 
use the same symbols to represent 
different stitches or combinations of 
stitches. Check whether every row is 
shown on the chart. In the case of the 
Lotus Crown hat it is, but some charts 



and 6. Row 4 will have 14 stitches in the 
repeat due to the double increase on row 
3 (note how two grey squares are replaced 
by stitches). Row 6 will have 16 stitches 
following the double increase shown on 
Row 5 of the chart and the final two black 
squares are replaced by actual stitches. 

Similarly with decreases, as each round 
progresses there are fewer stitches. To 
make this clear, the square where the stitch 
has gone is replaced with a grey square. So 
Row 10 reads ‘PI, kl, p3’ (repeated seven 
times in total for the smallest size). 

Showing the stitches in this way has the 
effect of keeping the chart a neat 
rectangle, showing the location of the 
shaping and making it easier to visualise 
the structure of the pattern as you knit. 




Where a pattern is repeated several times 
across a row, the designer will normally 
chart the pattern section just once (the 
pattern repeat). Any odd stitches at the 
beginning or end of the row are shown at 
the side of the pattern repeat and the 
section to be repeated is usually 
surrounded by a bold line or clearly 
demarcated in another way (a bold red 
border in this case). The smallest size for 
our hat has 84 sts and we have a 12 st 
pattern repeat. So, reading from the first 
row of the body chart, we would work ‘K2, 
p2, k2, p2, k2, p2’ a total of seven times. 
The next size up would repeat 8 times 
(96 divided by 12) and so on. 



only show alternate rows, especially 
where the even/reverse/wrong side 
rows are the same. When knitting from 
a chart start from the bottom-right 
corner unless instructed otherwise. 
This hat is knitted in the round so 
each row of the chart should be read 
right to left. Read on for our guide to 
successfully following charts. 




A feature of circular knitting is that 
sometimes a stitch (or more usually a 
stitch combination) will overlap two 
rounds. That Is to say that the last stitch 
(or stitches) of the round may be 
‘borrowed’ to make the first combination 
stitch of the following round. 

You can see this on Rounds 9/10 and 
13/14. Round 13 would be worked 
(assuming the smallest size) as ‘kl4, p2’ 
six times, then the final repeat would be 
‘kl4, pi’. This leaves one stitch 
unworked at the end of the round. This 
stitch is used (borrowed) to make the first 
cable combination of round 14 which will 
read ‘T2lp, kl2, T2I’. Note that we still 
have a 16st pattern repeat. 



If you are using circular needles and a stitch 
marker to denote the start of the rounds, 
you will need to slip the final stitch onto the 
RH needle, remove the marker, replace the 
slipped stitch back onto the LH needle and 
replace the marker on the RH needle before 
making the cable (effectively temporarily 
moving the start of the round by one stitch). 
Once this round is complete, when you 
reach the stitch marker, remove it, knit one 




stitch, then replace it, thus putting the 
stitch marker back in its original place. 



Working on DPNs you will have one stitch 
left on your LH needle. Slip this onto the 
next set of stitches to be worked. This 
needle will have 17 stitches and you will 
normally need to repeat this for each 
needle, transferring the last stitch on the 
LH needle onto the next set, to allow you 
to make the first cable of the pattern 
repeat on each needle. 

At the end of the round you will 'pay 
back’ the borrowed stitch and knit the first 
stitch onto the final set of stitches on your 
RH needle. The set on your RH needle 
now has 17 stitches. Knit the round, 
paying back a stitch with each needle 
change, so that you will have 16 stitches 
on each needle again at the end of the 
round. This process is repeated on 
Rounds 14 and 15 but the stitch ‘paid 
back’ is purled not knitted.

It is rare for a chart to show an entire 
garment due to the size of chart it would 
require. Hence, as here, where there are 
several areas of pattern in a piece, 
there will be several small charts. You 
will be instructed which chart to follow 
at the appropriate point in the text.
